a Provincial Atsetnbly. Id eveeyiuch Pro. 
nncial Attenibly law. will be made fur 
iu province by the Houar of RepreaenU- 
tun, by a Lrgiilalive Council, and by

quintessence, bul a decomposed and 
flavourless ingredient j not a fait rr pre- 
set, t si ion of Ihe ultimate wnatituaney, 
but an image and organ of the majority 
in the immediate elective body. When 
measures are brought forward in the I'ro 
vincia! Assemblies, queitioni will per- 
petually arise whether they ought not tu 
be lefl for legislation by the General At- 
tenibly ; and should they b* legislated on 
in (he former body, the remit may be 
that of different and inhartnonioua lawt 
for different parts of the islands. The 
of tegitlaiiun too will be prodigi- 
ously entreated. One province after patt- 
ng a law will complain that the other hat 
omitted to do the like, and to either hat 
gained tome advantage or hat afforded 
facilities for tvaiion. Even in general 
qurtliont — at education, custom! regula- 
tion!, and the liae, there will be partial 
and local efforla made, not cociitttal with 
the general interest! and feelings. But 
the greatest danger is thai which we hare 
alluded lo, that the members of the 
Supreme Haute will not be a 
mixed and fair representation of 
Ihe inhtbilanlj of the colony, bat 
will, in cootequence of the very natnrr 
and manner of their election, be drawn 
from, and only represent, the majority 
predominant in the provincial House of 
Repreientalites. In like mariner the 
mem brn tent to the Provincial Honne will 
be the ipoketnien./jrofryes, and reAectiont, 
not of the local District Council in toto, 
onr of the whole of the resident! of th 
borough to which it belong!, but only of 
the prevailing parly in that Council. A 
retprc table minority may be reprtaealed, 
probably enough, in the District Council 
bin not many untie Houses, provincial 
or general . and il is needlret to say how 
repeatedly bid measures have been 
lb waned, or al least improved, by the ex 
ertjani of a respectable minority. 

The aecesaitv of first lepertiiag the 
Conttitulional Act of New South Wales, 
lo make room fot the system above deli- 
neated anil commented on, is to a certain 
extent a guarantee that we cannot be 
taken by surprise in such an alleratiun. 
But it becomes us (as we think) lo take 
the alarm in time, to thai, unlets we are 
willing that such a si .item of municipal, 
executive, and legislative polity be thrust 
upon ui, we may teinuntlrate against il.
